Nut Cheerios (Honey Loops), 
Froot Loops, Smacks, Cocoa 
Krispies, etc. Mixed in with the 
Kellogg’s staples were some 
Kellogg’s brands | didn’t recog- 
nize: Chocos (a hard chocolate 
flake cereal), Chombos (a hard 
chocolate ball cereal), and 
Crackles (another chocolate 
cereal). | tried to eat most of 
these cereals, but the chocolate 
ones were pretty hard and they 
didn’t taste so hot. Froot Loops 
didn’t consist of the bright col- 
ored loops we are familiar with. 
Instead the loops were a pale 
version and one color in particu- 
lar looked gray. Sadly, | couldn't 
eat Froot Loops either. Corn 
Pops was another bad tasting 
European version. The pops 
were the same yellow color, but 
there was a hard sugar coating 
around each pop. Yuk! The only 
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cereal | could stomach was 
Frosties. Good old Tony the 
Tiger didn’t let me down. He 
saved me from many mornings 
of bread and cheese. 


While the new cereals left a bad 
taste in my mouth, the new 
characters on them did not. 
Corn Pops featured the cartoon 
prairie dog dressed in cowboy 
garb which | believe was on 
early American versions of Corn 
Pops. Chocos featured a bear 
wearing a red bandanna around 
his neck. The bear looks a lot 


like Barney Bear from the old 
cartoons, but | think his name is 
Choco. My favorite characters 
were on Crackles and Chombos. 
Crackles, which is available in 
Canada and Mexico under a dif- 
ferent name, had a coo! looking 
purple dinosaur named 
Cracklesaurus. The Crackles box 
is bright yellow with purple let- 
ters. The other neat character is 
Chombo the elephant from 
Chombos. Chombo is a cute lit-

| know that it is hard to believe, but my 
brother, Kevin Meisner, is a Freakie.

Freakie Magnet: Well Dan, we finally got 
around to interviewing you. Let me start 
by saying you are one of the most respect- 
ed collectors and dealers | know and | 
really appreciate your willingness to partic- 
ipare in this interview. You've been sup- 
porting the magazine from the beginning 
and it’s great to be here with you now for 
this interview. 

Dan Goodsell: Thanks Key, always a plea- 
sure, 

FM; So how did it all start for you, your 
involvement in toys and cereal box and 
prize collecting? 

Dan: Well, at first | bought toys at Flea 
Markets at a very rudimentary level. 

FM: You weren't buying and selling were 
you? 

Dan: No, | actually started out as comic 
collector, then | started buying toys for myself at the flea markets. 
We have really great flea markets out here. 

FM; What toys were you looking for? 

Dan: Anything that was old (laughs). Actually | was looking for 
chemistry sets. 

FM: Chemistry sets? 

Dan: Yes, tin litho boxed chemistry sets from the 
50's. 

FM: Why tin litho boxed chemistry sets? 

Dan: ‘Cause they look really cool, graphically they are 
really beautiful. In 1989 1 was at the San Diego comic 
convention and picked up my first issue of Toy Shop. In 
It | found section 1247 which is chemistry and science 
sets. | saw a classified advertisement where a guy was 
looking for my dream set, the U237 Atomic Energy Lab, 
and for first time in my life | was obsessed with getting a 
particular thing. | wanted it for myself. 6 months later | got 
one. 

FM: How much did you have 

to pay? 
Dan: $500, which was 10 times. 
more what | had paid for anything 
ever. 
FM: Wow! What was next? 

Dan: Funny Face. 
FM: So you found your grail and 
you were done with chemistry 
sets, 
Dan: Yeah, so | moved on to 
what | had when | was a kid. 
FM: How did your Funny 
Face habit start? 

Dan: | found my first Funny 
Face walker at the flea market and | 


became obsessed with Funny Face stuff. 

The thing with the walker was | remem- 

bered the characters but | didn't remem- 

ber that piece. 

FM: Did this lead to you advertise in Toy 

Shop? 

Dan: Exactly, immediately after | began 

advertising in Toy Shop “Wanted Funny 

a) Face.” Then | met Duane Dimock. 

FM: This is starting to sound like my story. 

Dan: Well, it's a lot of people’s story. 

FM: So what spell did Duane cast on you? 

(laughs). 

Dan: At that time, Duane had just scored 

the first decent quantity find of Funny 

Face packs. 

FM: What's a Funny Face pack? 

Dan: It’s an actual package of unopened 

Funny Face drink mix, still usable. 

FM: Still usable? Like, how old is it? 

Dan: The ones that Duane found were from 1966. 

FM: Did you drink it? 

Dan: Yeah, Duane actually mixed some up, we all had it and it was 

great! 

FM: | heard they’re still making Funny Face. Is that 

true? 

Dan: Yeah, Pillsbury sold Funny Face in 1979 to a 

company called Brady Enterprises and they still pro- 

duce it and own the copyright to the characters, 

FM: So where do you get new Funny Face to drink? 

Dan; | think Boston, upstate New York and Florida. 

FM: Are they still making the mugs and the pitch- 

ers? 

Dan: No, but Brady bought the remaining stock in 
1979 and has continued to offer it as premiums. 
FM; So the premiums that you could get from 

Brady today are the original 


‘ones. 
Dan: Yep the same mugs, they 
haven't molded any since 1979. 
FM: Anybody have any idea how 
many they have left? 

Dan: Well | Know they've run out 
of Goofy Grape, Choo Choo 
Cherry and Freckle Faced 
Strawberry. 

FM: How about pitchers? 

Dan: They don't have any. 

FM: So how did you get into cereal? 

Dan: Well, cereal was a natural progression from Funny Face. | 
started collecting my two favorite cereals which were Freakies and 
Cap’n Crunch. 

FM: Freakies? 
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referring to? 

Dan: My partner Steve Roden. 

FM: Tell me about your partnership with Steve. | think it's kind 
of uncommon that people share collections and get along as 
well as you and Steve. 

Dan: Steve and | have a stack of 300-400 boxes that we jointly 
own and they're not for sale. Kind of like an archives. 

FM: How did this start? 

Dan: | met Steve three or four years ago through an ad in one 
of the toy mags. We became real good friends ‘cause we lived 
so close. Then we started doing toy shows together and then 
jointly buying toys for resale. Then we became 50-50 partners 
in all toy dealings 

FM: All? 

Bl Dan: Every single deal. Anything we buy for resale or for ref- 
erence as publishing projects we split. 

FM: Do you specialize in some aspects of the business while 
he specializes in others? It seems like you are more of the PR 


Dan: Yeah, | was the original Freakies guy, man! (laughs). 
FM: What year is it now? guy. 
Dan: 1990-91. 

FM: What’s everybody else doing at this time? 

Dan: At this time basically the only people out there are 
Duane, Roland Coover, Graham Trievel, me, Steve Roden 
and that's it really, Oh and Scott Bruce. 

FM: Amazing. 

Dan: Yeah that was really it. So, what kind of moved me 
up to the next level was | found a large cereal box col- 
lection. 

FM: What's the “next level?” 

Dan: The next level for me was being able to own 
and trade cereal boxes, The only way you could 
do it at that time was if you had a supply of boxes 
you could trade for other ones. 

FM; Did you start with premiums or boxes? 
Dan: Before the find | had premiums, | had 
Freakies figures and some Cap'n premiums. But 
when | found the boxes | was able to trade for other good 
boxes and get a set of the Cap'n Crunch rings. And then from 
there | just kept expanding. I began to buy and trade boxes from 
the different dealers like James Koval and Robert Bruce. And then 


we got wind of the biggest cereal box collection of all time, well FM: That's really cool. 
ever 1000 boxes of which we got a substantial portion! Dan: Actually its a lot of fun. Since we are in LA. we move art for 


FM: Where did these boxes come from? the stars. So we get to go to Dennis Hopper’s house and Meg 


Dan: From a guy whe worked for Nabisco. The guy had saved 
mint flats of Nabisco boxes and every cereal box that anyone in his 
household ever ate from 1949 to | 968. 

FM; What ever possessed this guy to save those boxes? 

Dan: He worked for Nabisco in the premium department. He 
liked the stuff. It was amazing. 

FM: So what were the gems of the find? 

Dan: A Frosty-O’s box with Chommly, a Quisp Comic Book box 
(Ist Quisp Box), a Mary Hartline Sugar Smacks box with Superman 
comic book offer and the Free Spoonman box. 

FM: Do you still have any of these in your collection? 

Dan: They are all in our collection. 

FM: Wow! 

Dan: Well we do have an extra Free Spoonman box 

FM: How much? 

Dan: Trade only! 

FM: When you say “we” and “our collection” who else are you 


Dan: | do most of the phone work but we do most shows 
and fleas together. He's more knowledgeable in stuff 
from the 50’s and | know comic books and 
other stuff he doesn't know. 

‘a FM: Do you guys make a living on 
<p. Sf this business? 

Se Dan: No, but we are able to nicely 
y supplement our incomes and support 


ff our collecting habits. 

FM: So what other job do you do? 
Dan: I'm an art handler. 
FM: What's an art handler? 
Dan: | hang pictures, transport them, crate 
them and generally deal with fine art. 
FM: Do you work for a company or for yourself? 
Dan: | work for a company. | went to art school 
and got a job at an art museum after getting out of 
school and have continued to do that sort of work 
Lf ever since, 
#7 FM: Do you still work at museums? 

Dan: No. 
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Ryan's house. 
FM: Did you ever meet Meg Ryan? 

Dan: No but | saw Dennis Quaid, her husband. 

FM: Who is that ! hear in the background? 

Dan: My wife. 

FM: What does your wife think of your hobby? 
Dan: She collects old Barbies but she’s not as insane 
as lam. 

FM: How long have been married? 

Dan: 4 years and 2 days. 

FM: Happy Anniversary. 

Dan: Thanks (laughs). 

FM: How did you meet her? 

Dan: | met her in college, we did a radio show 
together. 

FM: Well, now that everyone knows you, 
do you want to tell our readers anything 
in particular? 

Dan: | think collectors should try and 
interact more with dealers. For the col- 
lectors out there, if you let the dealers 
know what you're looking for, good deal- 
ers will find that stuff for you. Case in 
point about four months ago a dealer found a 
Funny Face store display from 1967. All the other dealers know 
that | collect Funny Face stuff so they sent the guy right to me. 

FM: Yeah you're absolutely right, that happens to me all the time. 
Dan: Because | had a good relationship with the other dealers and 
collectors nobody tried to step in and start a bidding war so | got 
the piece for a reasonable price. 

FM; Which was? 

Dan: $700. 

FM: What do you think about people collecting “new” cereal 
boxes? 

Dan: I don't collect new boxes 

FM: Why not? 

Dan: | don’t have the time or inclination to do that. 

FM: We're gonna be talkin" in 20 years... 

Dan: Yeah, I'll be dealing in $20,000 Funny Face displays and you'll 
be dealing in $20 90's boxes (laughs). You have to understand col- 
lectibles and you have to understand nostalgia to buy stuff today as 
an investment for the future. You have to understand what kids will 
care about in the future, not what we are interested in now. | don't 
think you can predict what collectibles will be scarce and nostalgic 
to the kids of today. For example, there will be no kids’ nostalgia 
for Robin Hood Prince of Thieves Cereal like we are now nostalgic 
for Freakies. There are certain boxes that | do think will be col- 
lectible in the future but these are few and far between. 

FM: For example? 

Dan: Where’s Waldo Life Cereal 1990-| 993, The Tick Life Cereal 
1994, Mac Tonight Honey Nut Cheerios, Ren and Stimpy on cereal 
boxes and Ren and Stimpy premiums. Good 80’s and 90's media 
tie-in boxes will be the equivalent of Banana Splits and H.R. Pufnstuf 
boxes. 

FM: Do you think Cap'n Crunch will continue to be popular with 
kids? 

Dan: Cap’n Crunch is the most consistent, interesting character in 
cereal both premium wise and packaging wise. | think he will con 
tinue to be one of the most consistent and interesting characters. 
FM: Do you think that 60's and 70’s boxes will continue to rise in 


value as the hobby expands or do you think that the hobby is as big 
as it will get and that in the future the stuff will be 
more available but in less demand? 
Dan: | think this stuff will continue te get mere 
desirable and expensive, there is not enough 
to go around now. 
FM: So ok, predict the future of cereal 
collecting for our readers. 

Dan: | think books on 60's and 70's 
boxes and premiums will come out and 
slowly more and more people will get 
into this aspect of collecting. Prices will 
continue to rise and things that are truly 
rare will go for astronomical sums. 
FM: Name some things that you think will 
go for astronomical prices. 
Dan: Cereal store display material from the 
60's and 70's, rare cereal boxes such as H.R 
Pufnstuf cereal boxes, Freakies cereal boxes, Quake 


boxes. 
FM: What about Quisp? 

Dan: Ah, Quake’s better than Quisp, well, yeah, him too. 

FM: What else? 

Dan: incredibly rare premiums such as Quisp and Quake rings, rare 
Funny Face items like the Fan Club kits and the drink stand, 
Freakies rings. 

FM: What's your advice to somebody new whe wants to break into 
serious cereal box and prize dealing and collecting? 

Dan: If you want to make a lot of money and get a lot of stuff you 
have to get the bail rolling. You have to buy not only what you want 
to own but what everybody wants. And you have to buy it cheap 
so that means you have to go to the flea market. And you need to 
get there early and then you need to start selling stuff and selling at 
toy shows and getting in early ‘cause that’s when all the bargains 
occur, before the show even opens. 

FM: Any parting words? 

Dan: The more active cereal collectors become the more this 
hobby will grow and the more cool stuff we're all gonna get. 
Communicate, advertise, hunt for the great toys, it's all out there, 
everything, there’s nothing that can’t be found. 

FM: Thanks Dan, | really enjoyed our discussion and I'm sure the 
readers will, too! 

Dan: Thanks to you, too! By the way, | want everyone to know that 
my Dad is the biggest collector in the world of Where’s Waldo. If 
you have something coo! or rare give me a call! (Dan's number is 
with his “Tick Tock Toy’s” advertisement on page 27).

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Cereal box collecting can be incredibly fun! In my enthusiasm for 
this hobby | once found myself collecting the cereal itself! This 
embarrassing phase of my collecting is relevant now because inter- 
est is growing in our hobby and collectors are asking what to do 
with the cereal itself. |s the box worth more as a collectible if it still 
has the cereal in it? 


Initially it seems that the cereal would make the box more valuable, 
especially in the case of a unique cereal sich as C3POs from 1984, 
as opposed to CORN FLAKES from 1984 which hasn't changed. 
The story of a 1940's KIX box surfacing with the product still 
“fresh” caused some positive excitement a few years back. Star 
Force Collectibles in El Cajon, CA was selling C3POs boxes both 
with, and without, the cereal still in them. It seems that if a collec- 
tor had the opportunity to own the box with the original cereal, 
that might appear to be better, even more valuable. Possibly more 
expensive but worth it. 


Let's compare cereal to the Kenner Alien Toy: This 1979 action fig- 
ure was sold for the holiday and was withdrawn amid protests from 
parents, In the box the toy now sells for $500.00! The loose toy, 
with its dome and teeth, sells for $150.00. The conclusion is that 
the box and instructions are worth $350.00! Arguably, the empty 
box would be werth more if it had the toy in it! This is the philoso- 
phy that would endorse saving the cereal in the empty box. 


Unlike the alien toy, which has a value independent of its value in 
the box, a bag of cereal is not a collectible. If you pull the cereal 
bag out of the C3POs box. how much has the lack of cereal affect- 


ed its price? Could it be $20.00? For a bag of GREMLINS or Mr. T. 
might the bag of cereal be “worth” $40 more to the value of the 
box? 


Before answering this question, I'd like to elaborate on what | did 
with the cereal during the time | believed that the cereal had value. 
| took glass canning jars, poured one full of KABOOM, one full of 
PAC MAN, and a third with MORNING FUNNIES. Each jar was 
labeled and I was a “cereal” collector. | became convinced, before a 
shelf of cereal jars, that collecting “cereal” was a source of potential 
embarrassment, especially if my girlfriend ever had to explain to 
her parents why, in addition to the unusualness of cereal box col- 
lecting as a hobby, there were also jars of this food..:. Does he 
think he's going to sell these jars of food? Does he really stand 
there and look at them and think they're cool? If he poured it back 
in the bag someday, and put it back in the box, would he get more 
when he goes to sell it? 


All of these questions can be answered at the same time. The cere- 
al box collecting hobby is new enough that standards haven't been 
set yet. Coca Cola bottle collectors pay more if the old goo is still 
in their bottles, Maybe some people think it’s better to have the 
cereal and will pay more if the opportunity exists to buy Ic either 
way. |am not one of those people. | witnessed a living path of ants 
crawling from the holes they chewed in the side of a collectible 
box. It took two cans of bug spray to kill all of chem, and another 
hour to sweep up the cereal and the dead ants! The box was 
ruined by the bug holes. Furthermore, relationships with the peo- 
ple | love are more Important to me than saving bags of food in the 
belief that old stale food makes my product packaging more inter- 
esting or valuable. | don’t want to worry the woman | lave with the 
prospect that my hobby is evolving into a manic obsession based on 
plastic rings, empty cereal boxes and glass jars of old cereal. | want 
my friends and family to share the joy | get from collecting cereal 
boxes. 


The following list of cereal boxes are the latest additions to my col- 
lection. All of them are available at the supermarket at the time of 
this writing. Most will still be available 
as this issue is on the stand. This list 
gives you the opportunity to acquire 
the most popular boxes of the peri- 
od, and see, by the next issue, that 
some of them are no longer available, 
The capacity for this hobby to pro- 
vide instant and irreplaceable collec- 
tor’s items is one of its greatest 
investment characteristics. 


This hobby is still small enough that 
we are years away from the level of 
collecting that would make “last 
year's boxes” readily available, This 
window of opportunity is your 
chance to dig in and build a collection 
that you will later be able to sell or trade for other Collectibles. 


When I say these are the best boxes, | define “best” as what | actu- 
ally bought the most boxes of, | include my reasoning so you can 
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make the decision that best suits your collecting interests. Have 
fun! 


#| HONEY NUT CHEE- 
RIOS Goosebumps Milk 
Cap in-pack and game. 
RL. Stein writes a chil- d 
dren’s chapter book series JM ee 
called Goosebumps. The [id SCOOPS! 
series has 38 “horror” 
stories and a half dozen 
spin-off books including 
Fear Street, Beast and 
Goosebumps: Choose 
You're Own Adventure 
books. Currently he sells a 
million copies of his books 
each month. Recently the 
Fox network began 
broadcasting the 
Goosebumps TV show. 
Kids love this thing! 
Fortunately for us, the “milk cap” craze is dead! So kids won't be 
“collecting” these things until they're adults. In the future no one 
will remember that this offer came out nine months too late. 
They'll see the first commercial cross-over marketing from a 
“book” series since Nancy Drew and The Hardy Boys. Stein does 
sell Goosebumps “pog” books (two editions so far) in which these 
pogs are offered so it’s not an exclusive GM in-pack. Honey Nut 
Cheerios makes up for this by picturing the game on the back of 
the box. Very graphic. 
Unlike trendy horror toys 
like Mattet’s Mad Scientist 
(Kellogg's 1988) or Tyco’s 
Dr. Dreadful’s Food Lab 
(Cap'n Crunch 1995), this 
horror series has a few 
years left in it, and those 
positive associations will 
make solid collectibles in 
the future, 


#2 SPIDERMAN Fleer 
trading card in-pack. The 
latest SPIDERMAN cereal 
offer is the Spiderman 
toy store, essentially the 
same box as the card in- 
pack only without the 
card, Knowing that 
they're discontinuing the 
card offer, and that the 


sequel is boring, encouraged me to buy as-many-again of the 


Spiderman trading card box. It would be #1 except the Honey Nut 
Cheerios turnover is so high | had to buy more of those faster. 


#3 Star Wars RAISIN BRAN features an offer on the back for the 
Making of Star Wars video (same as Corn Pops). The front of the 
box features a very conservative logo in a balloon. The box would 
be more interesting if it had the graphics pictured on the Corn 
Pops box. It’s still a valid Star Wars box because of the fancy graph- 
ics on the back. This video release is limited to this year, after 
which time Lucas has vowed to pull Star Wars and remaster the 
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special effects. This will mean new video box art, grounding these 
editions to the mid 1990's. In this retrospect, the Raisin Bran box 
will be nostalgic. Finally, because the logo on the front is so discreet 
it's easy to miss. A lot of collectors won't pick it up. 


#4 CAP'N CRUNCH'S CHRISTMAS CRUNCH is Blue! It might 
have been 1992 that the Christmas Crunch box was so boring (hid- 
den pictures on the back). | protested by not buying one. | don't 
regret my decision but it would be difficult to acquire one now, 
even if | tried. It will be much more difficult in the future to find 
this coo! blue box (and there will be more people looking) because 
it will be referred to as “the blue one.” 


#5 HOLIDAY RICE KRISPIES | missed the Halloween Rice Krispies 
and | was furious! Last year the Holiday Rice Krispies was in limited 
distribution and | was lucky 
enough to get one from 
Kevin (thanks Dude!). | 
wasn't going to miss this 
one! tt looks like these 
“holiday” boxes are here 
to stay! This means high 
turnover and creative new 
boxes each holiday to col- 
lect. Opportunities for in- 
pack ornaments and all 
kinds of things! It’s perfect 
timing now that Kellogg's 
has the Chuck Jone’s style 
Snap, Crackle and Pop 
characters. In addition to 
the new colors (this year 
red, last year green) 
Kellogg’s changes logos on 
a regular basis and redraws 
its characters each few 
years. Lots of opportunity for these images to become obsolete 
and historic. 


#6 Sonic Hedgehog 
COOKIE CRISP features 
Sonic (the Sega game char- 
acter) milk cap in-pack.
